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Ke<ioi*<i  proceeds  by  families.  Tlie  fam- 
dies  are  presented  in  the  order  of  their  gen- 
erations, beginning  with  Rol)ert  Burrows,  and  the 
generations  are  indicated  by  large  Roman  numer- 
als standing  at  the  head  of  each  family.  Different 
families  of  the  same  generation  from  Robert,  bear 
the  same  numerals,  and  may  reJdily  be  traced  back 
by  the  lines  mentioning  the  parentage  of  each. 
The  arrangement  is  on  a novel  plan,  and  has  its 
evident  advantages  to  families.  And  hereafter 
families  may  easily  continue  the  line  of  the  record. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  blanks  now  existing  in  some 
of  the  first  generations,  through  dilligent  inquiry 
may  yet  be  filled. 

For  the  records  of  the  four  first  generations,  we 
are  indebted  to  the  zeal  and  perseverance  of 
the  late  Denison  Burrows  (vii.),  of  Groton,  Ct.  For 
particulars  of  the  later  families,  we  are  under  ob- 
ligations to  Benjamin  Burrows,  Sen.  (vi.),  and 
John  Burrows  (vii.),  of  Groton,  Ct.,  and  Joseph 
Burrows  (vii.),  of  Providence,  R,  I. 
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To  avoid  confusion  in  tln‘  study  of  the  records, 
some  historical  fa(*ts  are  reluu'd,  and  names  are 
introduced  by  notes,  poinlc^d  out  in  the  text 
proper  by  note  marks. 

Prefatory  to  the  i*ecords,  we  may  iiere  appro- 
priately mention  the  tradition  that,  in  the  early 
settlenuait  of  New  England  there  came,  with  the 
Pilgrims,  three  brothers.

It  is  believed  that  Robert  Burrows  was  one  of 
tlie  first  wlio  removed  from  the  vicinity  of  Boston, 
]\Iass.,  and  settled  in  Wethersfield,  Ct.  There  he 
married  the  widow,  Mary  { ) Ireland,  who  by  her 
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former  husband — Samuel  Trelaiid,  a man  of  property 
— liad  two  daughters,  Mary  and  Afartha. 

Near  1643,  Robert,  associated  with  a few  others, 
made  a permanent  settlement  at  Pequot — now 
New  London,  Ct.  After  the  due  organization  of 
New  London,  we  find  a special  grant  of  land 
to  him,  dated  June  2,  1650. 

On  the  division  of  the  lands,  vacated  by  the 
Pequots,  in  Groton,  Robert  Burrows,  John  Packer, 
and  Robert  Park  settled  on  the  west  bank  of 
Mystic  River.  Mr.  Burrows’  grant,  dated  April  3, 
1651,  was  ‘Sa  parcel  of  land  between  the  west  side 
of  the  river  and  a high  mountain  of  rocks.”  The 
records  also  say,  “ Goodman  Robert  Burrows  was 
chosen  the  first  ferryman,  to  ferry  horse  and  man 
across  Mystic  River  for  a groat  (four  pence.) 

With  his  house  lot  in  New  London,  and  his 
estates  at  Poquonnoc  and  on  the  Mystic,  he  was, 
in  1664,  the  third  gentleman  in  the  New  London 
settlement,  in  the  amount  of  his  taxable  property. 

Of  his  son  Samuel  we  have  obtained  no  certain 
information.  Both  Samuel  and  John  were  pre- 
sented to  be  freemen  of  the  colony  in  October, 
1669. 

Robert’s  wife,  Mary,  died  in  Groton,  December, 
1672.  He  survived  her  but  ten  years.
